Geological Survey to be Made With 
Special Attention to Oil and 
Minerals. 



Lexington, July 10.— Prof. C. J. 
Norwood, director of the Kentucky 
Geological Survey, has Just assigned 
the work of that department for the 
new fiscul year. The list shows what 
n valuable work this branch of the 
State government Is accomplishing, 
and the opportunities it has opened 
nud is Opening to owners of land 
In Kentucky as well as foreign capi- 
tal seeking Investment. 

During 1!M>9 especial attention Is 
being given to coals, oil, gas, soils, 
clays, Uarytes, fluorspar, and cement 
m.-.trrial. bulle'ins upon several of 
these products having been issued 
end several more being in the hands 
Of the public printer or In the course 
of preparation. These bare already 
attracted much capital, great activity 
at present being shown in the coal 
fields nr.d the oils anil gas of the 
Mende-Breckenrldge district, while 
Kentucky lithographic stone, baiite 
and fluorspar are also receiving at- 
tention from capitalist*. 

The members of the survey who 
will be In the field this year are: l)r 
L. C. Glen, who will report upon the 
coals of the Tradewater region In 
Western Kentucky, comprising Web- 
ster, Hopkins and Unban counties, F. 
M. Hutchinson, In Muhlenberg, Mc- 
Lean, Daviess, Henderson and adja- 
cent regions In the Green lilver val- 
ley for the purpose of Btudying the 
coals, oil and gas of that district. 
Messrs. K. D. White and W B. Hager 
will go with Mr. Hutchinson to run 
necessary levels; Prof. A. R. Cran- 
dall, coals in the eastern field; Prof. 
A. F. Foerste, oil and gas in Meade, 
llreekenrldge and Hardin counties 

Mr. 8. C. Jones will accompany 
Prof. Foerste and later be with Mr. 
I'rJilnson to study and collect polls 
'WpofTions of the western coalfield 
for the soil survey being conducted 
by Director Norwood. This Is an ex- 
ceedingly Important work of direct 
benefit to the farmer In every sec- 
ton of the Commonwealth. The rolls 
of each county are being experiment- 
ed with and analyzed to determine 
their nature and what crops will best 
grow In them, also what is needed in 
the way of fertilization or other 1 
process to make some of our appar- 
ently most barren and worthless laud 
the equal of the cheap western land 
which Kentticklans are so fond of 
buying and improving by scientific 
methods into rich farms, Prof. Nor- 
wood sees no reason why Kentuck- 
ians shouldn't use the same energy 
and methods on their own land as 
they do on farms in other States and 
thus keep money and prosperity at 
home. 

Prof. R. I). Quickel, who is now 
working on the determination of heat 
values of Kentucky coals, will collect 
samples from both fields. This Im- 
portant work has only recently been 
token up by business men as of com- 
mercial value, and the profession of 
fuel engineer has grown out of it. 

Large commercial concerns, corpor- 
ations and municipalities who buy 
coal by contract or in great quantity, 
are beginning to rely upon the calo- 
rific or heat unit vnlues of coals 
rather than upon Its quoted market 
price. They have found that the 



"cheapest" coal may be the most ex- 
pensive in the long run. and a coal 
that Is the highest per ton may have 
a greater heat value, burn longer 
and produce leas ash and smoke than 
those which do not command such 
prices. The work Is of especial value
